A  Comment  on  Export/ Import  Transactions 


These  materials  are  intended  to  introduce  students  to  the 
mechanics  and  some  of  the  problems  of  export/import  transactions. 

The  structure  of  such  transactions  can  vary  considerably  from 
situation  to  situation,  and  usually  combine  a  number  of  elements, 
e.g.  transnational  sale  contract;  maritime  carriage  contract  and 
documentation;  marine  (and  other  carriage)  insurance;  bank  or 
governmental  finance;  settlement  and  payment  mechanism  (e.g.  confirmed 
letter  of  credit);  agency  arrangements  and  contracts.  The  student 
is  introduced  to  some  of  these  items  in  the  materials  herewith.
